The sale of $19,400 of Town of 
Red Deer debentures, tenders for 
which were opened on Monday, 
March 1st, has proved that Red 
Deer holds a very high place in 
the money market of the Dom- 
inion. The price obtained was 
$118.54, a premium of over 18 1-2 
points and equal to a rate of 
about 4 3-4 per cent. This is 
about the best price ever obtain- 
ed by any town or city in Alberta, 
except Calgary or Edmonton. 
The Mayor and Council of the 
Town are to be congratuiated on 
this splendid showing, proving as 
it does that we stand second to 
none in the province. We might 
remark that no less than thirteen 
tenders were sent, the highest 
bidders being Wood, Gundy & 
Co., to whom the debentures were 
awarded, 


Weekly Stock Train. 


The C.P.R. is about to institute a 
new train service on the north line 
which, if it meets with the co-oper- 
ation of the ranchers that is expected, 
will be a great advantage to small 
shippers of live stock. 

The railroad will start a weekly ser- 
vice for live stock exclusively. The 
train will leave Wetaskiwin about 14 
o'clock every Tuesday on the arrival 
of the way freight from Hardisty, 
bringing in all the stock on the Wet- 
askiwin branch. The special stock 
train will pick up all shipments as 
far as Red Deer, includin Chose from 
the Lacombe branch, and will reach 
Calgary on Wednesday morning. 

On the same Tuesday a similar stock 
train will leave Red Deer at 8 o'clock 
in the morning, picking up all the 
stock between that point and Calgary, 
reaching there on Tuesday night. 

This service is intended to take care 
of all small shipments of from one to 
three cars. 

Cars will be spotted at the loading 
chutes early enough to permit of the 
stuck being loaded ready for the train 
on avrival. This will eliminate the de- 
lay to the train attendant on loading 
after arrival.

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CONSERVAT!VE PLATFORM. 


The Advocate had a column 
and over of criticism of the Con- 
gervative platform last week. 
Thaf it was of so-much-a-line 


variety goes without saying. It 


was too stereotyped to have any 
effect on the electors. It copied 
most of the article from Attorney - 
General Cross’ own organ, the 
Edmonton Saturday News, which 
is palmed off on unsuspecting 
people as an independent paper. 
In speaking of the province con- 
trolling its own lands, it said: . 


“It is difficult to see how at the 
present time, Alberta would gain 
by having its lands. If it had 
them, it would either have to use 
them for the promotion of immi- 
gration, as the JJominion does 
now, or dispose of them in order 
to obtain a revenue. But it does 
need immigrants, and it needs 
the whole of the revenue that it 
is now in receipt of. Under the 
arrangement with the Dominion. 


‘ the latter supplied it with an ad- 


ditional grant in lieu of the lands, 
which were still to be used as 
they had been for years back, for 
the purpose of inducing settle- 
ment. At best the ory of the pro- 
vincial domain is based on senti- 
ment. But it is practical results 
that count with the people of’ the 
province, and the reiteration of 
the plank brings no strength to 


.the party carrying it.’ 


This same statement is made 
by all the Grit press, yet in the 
face of this, Premier Rutherford 
brings-in a deathbed repentance 
motion, amidst a big blast of 
trumpets, that the Dominion gov- 
ernment were to be asked for the 
funds,received from schoo! lands, 
and further that these school 
lands amounted to 9,000,000 acres, 
and were worth the average priceof 
$11.62 per acre. This alone makes 
our school lands worth over 
$100,000,000. - According to the 
Advocate this was only a matter 
of sentiment. 

If we ask forall our lands in- 
stead of proceeds from two sec- 
tions in eacn township we are 
basing our demand on esenti- 
ment. 

According to the Advocate it is 
wise to ask for a portion, but 
absurd to ask for the whole. 

The revenue we receive from 
the Dominion government for all 
our lands and minerals is $375,000 
per annum. 

The Dominion government re- 
ceived from the sale of coal 
mining lands in Alberta for fiscal 
year 1907-1908 the sum of $334,- 


634, and the revenue from 
bonuses from timber berths was 
$81,010. 


Therefore from these two items 
alone the Dominion government 
received $40,000 more than we 
got for the whole of our domain. 

But the Dominion government 
also received $200.000 for royalty 
on ccal mined in the province. 

They reccived $177,926 from 
sale of land in Alberta. 

They received over one million 
dollars for pre-emption lands sold, 
and derived revenue from other 
sources, which makes our paltry 
$375,000 look like two cents, and 
a direct insult to intelligent 
people. 

The time has passed when such 
articles as that found in the 
Advooate cut any ice with the 
intelligent elector.

RAILWAY RUMORS. 


We desire to sound a word of 


the government to take notice of 
us. ; 
Conservatives, as well as Lib- 
erals, were in the deputation, 
and John T. Moore and his com- 
pany would have been turned 
down with a dull thud had it not 
been f:r the citizens of Red Deer.

R., and John T. Moore cannot 
take any credit to himself for 
that. 


THE REDISTRIBUTION. 


As usual the Rutherford gov- 
ernment has discriminated against 
the south in its redistribution of 
seats, giving the north 23 seats 
to the south’s 18. Of course, this 
was expected. 

In this constituency a strip two 
miles wide along the south side, 


from the river eastward, contain-. 


ing Penhold, Horn Hill, Edwell, 
anda portion of Pine Lake dis- 
trict, was thrown back into Innis- 
fail district. This robs Red Deer 
district of a number of good active 
Conservative votes, butseals the 
doom of John A. Simpson in 
Innisfail. No wonder Mr Simpson 
objected to this deal in the assem- 
bly when the bi]] was brought up. 

It would be impossible for the 
Rutherford government to play 
fair.

And it is impossible 
to ignore the fact that this $800,- 
000 charged to capital account 
mean an addition to that extent 
to the debt of the province. The 
government has, indeed, already 
made arrangements for borrow- 
ing the money.

AN ALARMING BUDGET 


(Edmonton Journal). 

The budget as presented by 
Premier Rutherford must create 
a feeling of intense uneasiness 
throughout the province. The 
financial statement is, in fact, 
undeniably alarming. With a 
revenue of $2,883,500 the gov- 
ernment last year spent $4,204,- 
050, or over $1,300,000 more than 
itsincome. And the government’s 
own estimates for the coming 
year show that another enor- 
mous deficit is expected. With an 
estimated revenue of $2,483,665, 
the government proposes to ex- 
pend $3,881,401, or well over one 
and a quarter million in excess 
of its revenue. This way bank- 
ruptcy lies. And heedless ex- 
travagance is almost the sole 
reason for the startling discrep- 
ancy between the estimated -rev- 
enue and the proposed expendi- 
ture. Last year the outlay was 
swelled by large payments on 
account of telephones. That ex- 
cuse no longer exists. The ex- 
penditure on telephones is placed 
at a comparatively trifling fig- 
ure, and with this item deduct- 
ed the estimated expenditure 
still remains enormously greater 
than the anticipated revenue. It 
is a system of finance that spells 
ruin. The figures that the gov- 
ernment presents may well lead

There were now 
26 government creameries in op- 
eration, with an output last year 
of 2,107,485 pounds, ata value at 
the creamery of $526,871. The 
premier said steps were being 
taken to establish an experiment- 
al farm at Medicine Hat for the 
purpose of demonstrations in soil 
culture and dry farming. Fruit 
culture had met with some suc- 
cess in the province last year.

In the $710,173 to be 
charged to income account in 
public works there is a first 
estimate ‘of $20,000 for the court- 
house at Claresholm, and $20,000 
on the Medicine Hat courthouse. 
$76,000 is allowed for purchase of 
sites for public buildings. 

In miscellaneous estimates 
there is $65,000 expenditure under 
the election act, and $75,000 for 
expenditure in hail insurance.

The immediate constriction’ of 
railways in those portions of the 
province which do now_ enjoy 
railway facilities or competition 
is imperative and this convention 
pledges its earnest support to the 
same. 

This convention is ‘of. opinion 
that the construction-and oper- 
ation of such railways by the! 
government of Alberta is the/ 
most. desirable method to be 
adopted, but as under existing 
conditions such method cannot 
be immediately employed, such 
railways as are urgently needed 
should be built with the aid of a 
guarantee of bonds to a reason- 
able amount by the provincial 
government under such con- 
ditions as will ensure their im- 
mediate construction, and will 
secure to the government control 
Of the traffic rates over the same 
and the right to purchase the 
on fair and reasonable terms. 

Z Prohibition, 

This convention pledges the 
Conservative party to submit to 
the vote of theelectors of the 
province the question of pro- 
hibiling the sale of and traffic in 
intoxivating liquors in the pro- 
vince and tc pass an act for the 
total prohibition of the liquor 
traffic in the province to: the full 
extent of the provincial power in 
that respect if upon the taking of 
such plebescite 60 per cent of the 
vote cast is cast in favor of such 
act. 

Land Titles office. 

This convention declares that 
the present land titles system 
whereby the work is centralized 
in Edmonton and Calgary, is un- 
fair to the residents of those 
sections of the two existing regis- 
trations districts which are situate 
at any great distance from these 
respective cities, involving them 
as it does in greatinconvenience, 
expense and delay in the land 
transactions. Wherefore this 
convention pledges the Conser- 
vative party to the establishment 
of such additional land titles 
‘office as wellas far as possible 
remove this injustice. 

Public Domain. 4 

This convention reaffirms the 
position which the Conservative 
party has alwaye taken on this 
question. It expresses the opinion 
that the withholding of the public 
domain from the province, is an 
act of great injustice and pledges

commission, and that farmsrs 
who have government telephones 
in their houses be given free ex- 
change with their market town. 
Government Guarantee 
of School Bonds, 

In the opinion of this conven- 
tion power should be taken by 
the government to guarantee the 
payment of bonds issued by 
school districts so that money 
may be borrowed upon the eame 
at lower rate of interest than 
would be exacted without such 
guarantee. 


Labor Legislation, 


Resolved that labor legislation 
should be enacted; aiming at 4- 
higher standard of comfort and 
living for the workers, and alter- 
ing or adding to the following 
acts, as follows: 

1. The coal mining act—Pro- 
viding a proper and automatic 
safety clutch, preventing the 
falling of any cage upon the 
breaking of a rope, or the failing 
of a brake to operate, etc. 

2. The compensation -act—(a) 
Providing for compulsory ineur- 
ance by the employers. (b) In 
the alternative, insurance by the 
government. (c) Or a combi- 
nation of insurance between the 
employer and the government, 
whereby the workers may have a 
guarantee of compensation, and 
whereby also, the employers may 
be protected from insolvency in 
the case of disastrous accident.

Civil Service Reform. 

Resolved that this convention 
is of the opinion that a thorough 
and complete reformation of the 
laws relating to civil seivice 
should be made so that future 
appointments shall be made 
upon the report of examiners 
after competitive examination. 


Redistribution Act Provides 
for Forty-one Seats. 


A total of forty-one seats in 
the Legislature is provided for in 
the schedule of the redistribution 
bill passed Thursday afternoon 
just before prorogation. Of the 
additions made to the present 
seven seats will be north of Red 
Deer and seven south, with two 
along the Red Deer river. 

The schedule of constituencies, 
upon which’a special committee 
has been working for over a week, 
was brought into the hou-e, san- 
ction by an unanimous vote of the 
committee, and the members, 
without discussing’ the additions 
made, passed the bill on the re- 
commendation of the committee. 
The only attempt to break the un- 
animity was made by John A. 
Simpson, of Innisfail, who pro- 
tested against Penhold being 
transferred from Red Deer dis- 
trict to hisown, but he afterwords 
withdrew his objections. 

The boundaries of the new con- 
stituencies are framed on com- 
paratively straight lines, there 
being little jogging. The com- 
mittee followed natural bound- 
aries, such as rivers, a8 near as 
possible.

Edmonton, two seats. 

Colgary, two seats. 

Lethbridge City, taken out of 
Lethbridge district and given a 
separate seat.
